IV. Nonimmigrants 


A nonimmigrant is an alen admitted to the United 
States for 2 specified temporary period of time but not 
for permanent residence The typical nonimmigrant is 
a tourist who visits for a few days to several months 
However there are numerous classes of nonimmigrant 
admission ranging from students to ambassadors A 
tota! of 10.5 mithon nonimrmgrant arrivals were counted 
during fiscal year 1986 This represents an increase 
over 1985 of almost one million (8S percent) but is not
